In the case of the State of Ohio, 


«x rel., Martin L. Shively, pit., tar 
Cecil Big-bee, as safety director of 
the city of Newark, defendant, end. 
a similar case with James RicnterV 
as plaintiff, Judge Perk B. Blair of 
Mt. Vernon, who heard the cases, has 
rendered an opinion as follows: 
Those two cases were heard to- 


gether, substantially the same issues 
being raised in each case. We have 
considered but one of the various Is- 
sues, viz.: "The validity of the city 
ordinance by which these plaintiffs 
were legislated out of office." 


This ordinance was declared 
by 


council to be an "emergency ordi- 
nance" and as such ..was voted upon 
by all the members of council. 
It 


failed to receive the necessary two- 
thirds vote, but having received a 
bare majority vote, the city offi- 
cials have undertaken to enforce it 
as a "general ordinance." We think 
this ordinance failed to pass, and 
the president of council should have 
declared it lost, and the records of 
the proceedings should so show. We 
think it could have no more effect 
than it would have, had it been in- 
troduced as a "general ordinance" 
and failed to receive a majority of 
the votes of council. Had it been in- 
troduced as a "general ordinance," 
and received a two-thirds vote, it 
would net thereby have become an 
"emergency ordinance." 


It necessarily follows that the ac- 


tion of the safety director in dis- 
missing these relators, was without 
any authority of law. and the pray- 
ers of these petitions will be grant- 
ed.Motions for new trials will be ov- 
erruled, and if an appeal be taken, 
the appeal bond will be fixed at 
$100 in each case.

The greatest safeguard which the 


mother can throw about her baby in 
the second summer is to see that he 
has proper food, at regular intervals 
in suitable quantities, and to keep 
him cool.
